M. N. Keith, agent for the Bankers’ Life 
Association of Des Moines, Io., attempted to 
eommit suicide about midnight by swallow-

Keith boarded at the house of Mrs. schmale. 
gas North Sixth street, He was very despona- 
ent all last evening. This morning when 
Mrs. Keith went to his room to awaken him 
she heard him groaning. The door was 
broken open and the following note was 
foend lyimg on the floor by the bed: 

Sr. Lots, Oct. 4, 10 p. m. 
Mre. Schmale: 

DEAR FRIEXD—I am sorry to have to bring 
trouble upon hey but I must die some piace. 
1 tried to do this last night, but failed. No 
failure to-night. You know now why I felt so 
Dad all ofto-day. Notify the coroner. Good- 
by. I have nothing to live for. 

M. H. Keira. 

Keith was taken to the City Dispensary 
and after being attended to was forwarded 
to the City Hospital. Not much hope or nis 
recovery is given.

A dozen or more years ago, Keith was 
quite a well-known man abouttown. He 
came here from Chicago as book-keeper for 
Joe Sherry the grain broker. Previous to 
that he had been connected with the 
Cincinnati, Lafayette & Chicago Railroad 
and while it was being run usder a seperate 
management rose to the position of Auditor, 
which was the most prominent position he 
ever held. He worked as book-keeper fore 
number of commission houses and later for 
the Wabash fast freight line. He also had 
the position as store-keeperat the Poor-

The later years of their married life are said 
not to have been so happy, as it has been ru- 
mored that Keith was infatuated with some 
other woman. For the past three or four 
years Keith has beenin the insurance busi- 
ness, the last company being the Bankers’ 
Life Association of Des Moines, lo. 

WAS IX DEBT. 

Since his wife died Keith has been living 
with Mrs. Schmale at 928 North Sixth street, 
and that lady stated to a Post-DiIsPpaTou re- 
porter that he owed her in the neighborhood 


of $300 for board and borrowed money. His 
last loan was of 10 cents, about twenty-four 
hours befure he was discovered to have 
taken the pvison. Mrs. Schmale says 
she has known bim seventeen years; that 
he bas Owed her large sums before, but al- 
ways paid them; that be told her he had 
$10,000 insurance on bis life for the benef of 
his children, but that she doubted it. She 
says the only reason she can assign for his 
taking the morphine was despondency. 

Keith slept in a room with two other men. 
Neither of them noticed anything wrong 
about him until just as they were leaving the 
room. had packed his papers and de- 
longings Carefully in tae bureau drawers and 
made all arrangements to die. He was 56 
years old his last birthday. 

Keith died at 2:30 p. m.

Another bold attempt has been made, it is 
said, to spirit away John Burke, who is 
the principal witness in the case 
against Peter Klein, the policy king. 
The game was foiled dy Detective Tebeau, 
who had obtained information Thursday 
night to the effect that Barke was to be spir- 
ited away inthe morning, Elein’s case de- 
ing set for trial in the Criminal Court. Chief 


Harrigan brands the scheme as the most 
brazen attempt to kidnap a witness that 
has ever come before his notice. 

As was Gone several months ago in the at- 
tempt to railroad Barke back to Kan- 
sas City, Kao., on the charge 
of disposing of mortgaged property, the 
Kansas City political machine was set in 
motion and an Indictment was obtained 
charging Burke with forgery in the third de- 
gree, committed at Kansas City.

/ $HE WABASH AND TURNER 
OF THE SUBURBAN TALE. 
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Hach Blames the Servants of the Other— 


‘Manager Hayes Claims the Suburban | 


Line Ie Compelled to Have a Watch- 
man at the Croesing—Mr. Turner's 
Statement. 


At 6:00 o’clock p. m., as car 182 of the u- 
burban Line, running from Forest Park to 
Finsey aveaue was crossing the traess of the 
Wabash Ralroad at the Union avenue cross. 
ing, it wasstruck by the engine of a west- 
bound freight train and totally demolished. 
Al the time of the accident there were four 
passenyers besides the conductor and motor- 
man on the wrecked car. With the exception 
of the motorman and one ofthe passengers, 
all were more or less severely injured ana it 
ig thought that one of the passengers wil! dle 
from he: wcunds. That they were not all 
killed outright is considered little short ofa 
miracle. The names ofthe passengers are: 
Mary Cravett, colored, 3417 Laclede avenue; 
Dora Kussell, 3417 La Salle street; Martin 
Schenck, 2030 Madison street, ana Martin 
Winkie, 4232 Blair avenue. The car was in 
charge of George Woods, conductor, and 
Charles Theukald, motorman. 


The ear bad just left Forest Park and on 
approaching the crossing the motorman 
noticed that the gates which guard the ral 
road tracks at that point were up andstarted 
to cross. Just as the car was about halfway 
across the train bore down upon it and the 


engine crashed into the middle of the car. 
knocking it into a thousand pleces ana url 
ing the decupants in every direc- 
tion. Notwithstanding the accident the 
train dia not stop but continged on to De 
Hodlamont and afterwards baeked up to the 
scene of the wreck. Officer Dwyer of the 
mounted police, who was in the victnity at 
the time of the accident, telephoned for 
ambulances and had the injured taken to the 
Mullanphy Hostptal. 

The two colored women who occupied seats 
in the rear of the Ul-fated car were found to 
be the most severely injured. Dora Rus- 
sell had her scalp almost torn from 
her besides several severe injuries about 
the body. It is thought that these injuries 
may result fatally. Mary Cravett had her 
right arm crashed to a pulp, and amputa- 
tion will de necessary. Hoth women were 
found lying On the ground fully 100 feet from 
where the cur was struck partially covered 
with the cebris, where they had been hurled 
by the force of the collision. Winkie 
and Scbenck had occupied a seat to- 
gether in the front of the car. 
They were also hurled forward for constder- 
Ahle distance, but Schenck, aside from a few 
slight bruises, escaped injury. Winkile, 
however, was notsofortunate. He received 
asevere scalp wound anda broken rib on 
the right side. It is thought that he will re- 
cover, George Woods,the conductor, had 
two of his ribs and his shoulder blade 
broken, and also two ugly scalp wounds. 
Charlies Theucald, the moterman, 
came out of the wreck unscathed. 
Schenck and Winklie are both park police- 
men. 

the car was completely wrecked, and 
pieces of it were scattered around on all 
sides for a distance of 100 feet. 

The freight train was in charge of Con- 
ductor William A. Frye, Engineer William 
Loosley and Fireman William McEatyre. 

Patrick Forin, a flagman, whuse duty is to 
guard the crossing at the point where the 
accident occurred, says that the safety gates 
had been out of order for some time. 


The following written statement was given 
the Post-Disrpatcu by General Manager 
Chafies . Hayes ofthe Wabash: 

“No one regret “nyore fiously than 
the officials of the Wabas: Railroad Co. the 
accident at Union avenue last night, where 
one of our west-bound freight trains struck 
car No. 182 of the 8t. Louis & Suburban Rall 
way. As you know, the tracks of that com- 
pany extend into the park merely for the 
purpose of enabling them to run areunda 
0% p to turn their cars, rather than 
to make a switch on tne north 
side of our tracks. at the time the 
crossing was pet in by the street car com- 
pany, it was strongly opposed by the Wabash 
company, who, realizing the location on re- 
verse curve and down grade for west-dound 
trains, felt that (he street ear company were 
insisting upon assuming a Liability that 
neither the convenience of the public nor 
the necessities of the case warranted. They 
of course, Lowever, have the same right in 
the street that he Wabash company has, 
and as a result secured this crossing, 
but only after etecution Dy them of a con- 
tract with the allroad company, in which 
it was provided that the street car 
company should indemnify and save the 
rallroad compan; harmless from any and an 
claims of any chgracter whatsoever, arising 
solely from the tarelessness and negligence 
of any watchmm@m or other employes of the 
street Car comp@y. It then provided that 
the street car rompany should keep at al 
times, while its (ars were Operated upon the 
crossing, a waichman stationed at or near 
the crossing for ibe protection of its cars and 
passengers. Th? Wabash rallroad has also a 
night and day crossing watchman. A little 
refiection wiiicaivince any one that ifthe 
watchmen empléyed by the street car com. 
pany,which — * contract, are required to 
have at the crossing, nad been present and 
performing his duty, the accident wouid 


have been averted without regard to any |, 


action or obligation onthe part of the rat 
road company. They were also negligent in 
not having thei? conductor, who it seems 
from reports, ws in the middle of the car, 
go ahead and sigial the car that the cross- 
ing was clear bd@ore permitting it to cross 
the tracks. So Ar as the condition of the 
gates is concern@, they are in constant use, 
and it is pot projable that the rallroad com- 

any would neglict so Important a matter as 

o keep them in proper working condlifon. 

The facilities fo stopping {a lightly loaded 
street car are much better than those for 
stopping*a heavily loaded freight train such 
asthis was. While one can be stopped with- } 
in a few feet, theother will require a consid- 
erable distance li which to check ite momen- 
tum. In additioi, the rumdle and roar of a 
freight train ca be heard for a long dis- 
tance, while the light n-ise made by a light 
street car would je entirely inagdibie to the 
trainmen.

Derroit, Mich., Oct. 65.—During a fre 
which originated in the Keenan & Jahn fur- 
miture store at 7:30 o'clock this morniag «a 
num der of spectators were trampled upon 
and otherwise injured. Four firemen and 
one spectator were killed aad ten firemen in- 


jured. 

The fire was discovered ia the shipping 
room im the basement at the back of the 
furniture store. An alarm was promptly 
tarned in, but dy the time the engines 
arrived the fire had gained considerable 
heedway, having run the elevator shaft and 
the entire upper floor was a mass of fame 
and smoke when the first stream was 
thrown. 

There were sixty employes in the dbanlaing 
and most of them haa great difficulty in es- 
caping. The building, an old five-story 
structure, was soon gutted and the stock 
rained. At 9 o'clock the front wall of the 
Dullaing tumdled into Woodward avenue. It 
came in the shape of a collapse and the mass 
of debris did not spread beyond the curb. 

The fremen working in tront of the bulld- 
ing Were warned and retreated as rapidly as 
possible. “Some got out from under, but a 
Goten or more unfortunate fellows were un- 
able to Go so, on account of the piles of 
Drick, glass and burnt timbers at the front 
of the store. 

A yell of horror went up simultaneously 
1 tbe throats of thousands who were in 
the street and then there was a crash like 
an earthquake, The sir was flied with dust 
and sheets of fameandsmoke. Then some 
ef the falling wall broke the heavy 
electric wires in front of the street besides 
the trolley wire. The flash of the sputtering 
electric fuld lighted up the scene and people 
crowded and surgedto get into the side 
streets to escape being shocked. A number 
of men, womer and children were trampled 
under the feet of the frightened spectators, 
bat none were seriously hurt.

STREET CAR JUGGERNAUTS. 


The Post-DisPATcnH’s protest yesterday 
against the reckless disregard of public 
safety with which the electric lines are run 
was emphasized by the smashing of a 
Suburban electric car and the serious 
injury of five persons a few hours after the 
protest was printed. 
The crossing of the Wabash Railway 
track at the entrance of the Suburban line 
into Forest Park isexceedingly danger- 
ous. The line enters the park on Union 
avenue and curls around in a elrele, mak- 
ing a short turn out of the park and over 
the tracks again. The Wabash track also 
curves eastward at this point and the view 
between the tracks is obscured by trees. 
Tune Wabash company has gates at the 
crossing and keeps a watchman whose 
duty is to guard the crossing and close the 
gates when a train is approaching. This 
duty was apparently neglected at the fime 
of the accident, but this does not relieve 
the Suburban line of responsibility for the 
safety of its passengers. The least that 
line could do, in lieu of keeping a watch- 
man of its own, wasto order its conduc- 
tors to run ahead and pilot their cars 
over the crossing in safety. This simple 
precaution would have prevented yester- 
day’s accident. But no precautions were 
provided by the company. 
The street car companies run their lines 
as if the streets belonged tothemand the 
public had no rights which they are bound 
to respect. Although granted the valu- 
able privilege of using the streets, they 
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2 the railway tracks continually vomit 
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ably fed to hogs when pork is worth only

THE GRAIN INSPECTION QUESTION. 


The Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners are not helping their case in the 
matter of grain inspection charges by 
carping and pettish criticism of the course 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, 

It is no answer to the protest of the Ex- 
change against exorbitant charges to as- 
sert that the Exchange has opposed State 
inspection. Norisadefense of State in- 
spection a sufficient defense of the fees 
charged for it. The Oommissioners can 
find no justification for the charges of 
the State Inspector in St. Louis in the 
statement that in Dakota and other far 
Western and thinly settled localities the 
charges are as high or higher for similar 
work. N 

The objection of the Commissioners to a 
comparison of the cost of inspection per- 
formed by the Boards of {Trade with the 
cost of inspection by State officials is not 
well grounded. The cost of the work 
when performed by agents of the Ex- 
changes is a fair standard by which to 
judge the justness of State inspection 
charges. It shows what the work can be 
done for, and when the State inspector far 
exceeds this cost the conclusion that he is 
over-charging is just. 

State inspection was established in 
Missouri for the benefit of the people, but 
it defeats its object when through ex- 
travagant. charges it injures the grain 
trade of the State’s markets and places an 
unnecessarily heavy tax upon the grain 
producers of the State, The failure of the 
commissioners tv see their duty and grasp 
the merits of the question is astrong argu- 
ment in favor of further legislative action 
in regulation of their official conduct.

ll Europe Anxteusly Waiching Events 
atthe Chimese Capital—Bagland and 
Ressia May Come to Blews—Japancse 
Warships Bleekading Wei-Mali- Wei 
and Chectee. 


SHASGHAI, Oct. 5.—Palace intrigoce at Pekin 
ta vors the abdication of the Emperor and 
the smecession of Prinee Kane's son, The 
conditions there are so alarming that all 
fereign women and children, including the 
families of members of the customs service, 
have been ordered to leave forthwith. 

Efforts made to induce the Chinese to de- 
sist from making Shanghai headquarters for 
military operations have been frustrated 
through the stubbormess of the British and 
German authorities in openly espousing 
Chinas cause in order to faci'itate the begus 
tranefer of Chinese steamers to foreign fags. 

A rebellion has broken outin the province 
of Mefgotia. Troops from Pekin have been 
sent to quell this uprising. 

Serious troubles are said to have arisen 
within the palace at Pekin. No details have 
reached here as yet. 

A numder of Europeans from the outlying 
districts have arrived at Tien Tsin. Euro- 
pean residents of Tien Tsin are preparing 
for an anticipated attack on the part of the 
natives. 

Japanese warships are patroling the coast 
near Wei Wei Hal, the Chinese port on the 
Shan Tung promontory. The object is’ to 
prevent Chinese warships from leaving Wel 
Wei Hai or Port Arthur on the opposite side 
of the Yellow Sea.

FOREST RESERVATIONS, 


Wheat to Do With Them Becomiag a 
Serious Question. 


Wasuixetor, D. C., Uct. 5.~What todo 
with the forest reserves has became a serious 
question in the Department of the Interior. 
Congress passed a law providing for 
setting apart tracts of lands as forest re- 
serves and when 60 set apart they could not 
be entered upon for any purpose whatever. 
Acting under this law the President has 
from time to time set apart tracts which are 
Known as forest reservations and which are 
now on the Government lands. In all there 
are over 17,000,000 acres thus reserved in tne 
States of california, Oregon, Washington. 
Colorado, Wyomine, Montana and in Utah 
ana Arizona Territories. 
No provision whatever has been made for 
taking care of these reservations. Under the 
law they are reserved to the Government 
and no person can make use of them, yet 
tnere is nothing to prevent persons from 
ing upon them or Im any Other way defeating 
the o tot the legislation and the re 
tion proclamation. Persons might be — 
cuted afterwards, but there is no means or 
n depredations. Neither is there 
any wa preventing forest nres or — 
methods of destruction. The persons 1 
ested in forest preservation were instra- 
mental in having the reservation law passed 
and the reservations made. iney save also 
tried to secure laws for the protection aa 
ests, but so tar without saccess.

In the Southeast a large acreage of 
rye is reported sown for pasturage, and in 
the Southwest of cane sown broadcast for 
fodder and silage. 
Sorghum—t he reports estimate a low yield 
per aere, but the product of the cane is of 
superior quality. 
Apples—Are reported from some counties 
as greatiy increased in weight since the 
drought was broken, but the general estimate 
for the State is yet below a half erop. 
Peacbes—There were a few peaches on a 
few trees, bat pone for commercial pur- 
poses. 
Grapes—Final estimates on grapes piace 
the crop at only 67 per cent of that of an av. 
erage year. 
Wheat—The estimated acreage sown is 5 
per cent less than i898, although the condi- 
tion of ground for seeding in most cases was 
reported as never better, germination good 
aud the plant making strong growth, Shelby 
and Hickory Counties report seeding delayed 
by great numbers of ehinch- bugs.

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INVESTIGATING THE BONE. 


Prof. Hamback at Werk om the Chain 
of Rocks Fined. 


Prof. Gustav Hambach of Washington 
University has not yet succeeded in identi- 
fying Water Commissioner Holman’s 
fossil thigh- bone, but he is in 
no doubt about it not belonging to a masto- 
don. Prof. Hambach, who has the done 


near the Chain of Rocks iu the geological and 
natural history museum at the University, 
placed it alongside of a mastodon’s thigh bone 
and the difference was apparent fifty feet 
away. The mastodon’s temur is over twice 
as long and about twice ag thick. 

Prof. Hambach found te spine, which lay 
beside the femur, to be that öt an ancient, 
extinct elk, but the proportion of the 
femur shows that it Delongs to a much hear- 
ler class of animals than the deer family. It

The museum is limited to specimens of 
small species and a ew bones 
of larger animals, comsequentiy Prof 
Hambach has nothing with which to com- 
pare the Chain of Rocks fossil. He is in-

The letter ig written in lead pencil ina 
fairly good band. The paper is a page from 
a ruled scratch block. 

The localauthorities have no record ot 
man named Robert Foster being murdered at 
the River des Peres in their Jjurisdic- 
tion, but this letter recalls the publiica- 
tion of an item im a morning paper 
a short time ago, to the effect that 
an unknown man had been found dead and 
hanging to a tree jist below the River des 
Peres. At this time an investigation was 
made of the item, and it was found that the 
report was not true. Search of the woods, 
where the body was ald to have been found, 
was made, and nothing was discovered. Chief 
Harrigan does not Kkaow what to make or 
the letter. If there was a crime committed 
it was not within the limits of St. Louls, he 
said. ‘‘Astothis letter it may de a hoax or 
anattemptto throw the authorities off the 
track in the investigation of a crime. 

It is generally believed, however, that the 
reporter who wrote the fake for the morning 
paper either wrote or Caused to be written 
these letters to give the color of truth to his 
murder story.
